II.  Public  Health. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  figures  in  this  section  of  the  report  have  been  extracted 
from  the  report  of  the  Registrar-General  for  the  year  1937. 

The  poimlation  on  the  31st  December  1937  was  57,526. 
There  were  2,317  births  and  878  deaths.  The  natural  in¬ 
crease  of  the  population  was  therefore  1,439. 

The  number  of  emigrants  (3,313)  exceeded  the  number  of 
immigrants  (2,889)  by  424.  The  actual  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion'for  the  year  was  1,015  compared  with  1,292  persons  in  1936. 
The  following  table  gives  the  figures  for  the  last,  five  years: —

Births.  1,162  males  and  1,155  females  were  registered,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  40.27  per  1,000  of  the  population 

The  average  birth  rate  for  the  period  1927 — 1936  was  38.39 
per  thousand.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  for  the 
year  1937  was  71.68. 

The  number  of  still  births  recorded  was  89  which  was  in 
proportion  of  3.8  to  every  100  children  born  alive.  The  average 
for  the  ten  years  1927 — 1936  was  115.2,  while  the  figure  for  1936 
was  110. 

Deaths.  131  males  and  447  females  were  registered,  which 
gives  a  general  death  rate  of  15.26  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  five  years  1932-36  was 
14.59  and  that  for  the  previous  quinquennial  period  was  15.35 
per  thousand. 

Infantile  Mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year 
of  age  was  273  which  equalled  a  rate  of  117.82  per  1,000  regis¬ 
tered  births.  A  slight  decrease  in  the  ratio  is  noted  compared  with 
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the  year  1936.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  gastro-enteritis, 
congenital  debility,  marasmus,  malnutrition,  congenital  syphilis* 
and  prematurity.  Deaths  of  infants  constituted  31  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  in  the  Colony. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age  vas  4-11 
compared  with  458  in  1936.  Deaths  in  this  age  period  therefore 
accounted  for  50.2%  of  the  total  number. 

Summaries  showing  deaths  in  different  age  groups,  the 
principal  causes  of  death  and  the  prevalence  of  disease  in  dis¬ 
tricts  are  given  in  the  appendix.  On  the  whole  the  state  of  pub¬ 
lic  health  during  the  year  under  review  was  well  maintained 
throughout  the  Colony. 


III.  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

1.  Mosquito  and  insect-borne  disease. 


The  available  data  concerning  the  incidence  of  malaria  is 
confined  to  statistics  from  the  Registrar-General,  hospitals  and 
dispensaries.  The  figures  during  the  last  five  years  are  given

The  number  Qf  deaths  is  just  below  the  average  (7)  for  the 
previous  four  years.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  reported 
cases  is  largely  due  to  a  modification  in  the  manner  of  recording. 

The  monthly  incidence  was  highest  in  December  and  lowest 
in  October. 

As  in  previous  years  District  2  South  furnished  a  consider¬ 
able  percentage  of  the  cases  42.3%. 

Routine  anti-mosquito  measures  including  oiling,  draining 
and  filling  of  pools  were  carried  out  regularly  throughout  the 
Colony. 

i\o  cases  of  Dengue  or  of  Filariasis  are  recorded. 


2.  Epidemic  Diseases. 


Enteric  Fevers.  25  cases  were  notified  amongst  which 
8  deaths  occurred.  The  chart  at  the  end  of  this  report  shows  the 
incidence  of  the  Enterica  during  the  past  twelve  years.  It  will 
be  noted  that  while  the  figure  for  1937  was  slightly  higher  than 
that  for  the  previous  year  the  case  mortality  (32%)  was  lower.. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  was  greater  readi¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  report  “fever  cases”  with  con¬ 
sequent  earlier  removal  to  hospital.  The  distribution  of  the 
cases  vas  in  areas  remote  from  each  other  namely:

The  age  groups  10  to  20  provided  tlie  greater  number  of 
cases. 

Dysentery.  One  case  was  reported:  tlie  type  was  not  stated. 

Yaws.  Judging  from  the  returns  of  District  Medical  Offi¬ 
cers  tlie  number  of  new  cases  appears  to  be  decreasing  gradually. 
In  1937  there  were  5,117  fresh  infections  compared  with  5,431  in 
1936  and  6,094  in  1935.  Treatment  continued  along  the  same 
lines  as  hitherto  16,512  injections  having  been  given.  The 
attendances  of  adults  to  children  were  in  the  proportion  of 
1:  1.8  children.  3,751  cases  were  discharged  as  clinically  cured 
out  of  8,874,  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year. 
The  measures  directed  at  education  regarding  the  manner  oi 
spread  and  the  necessity  for  regular  attendance  for  treatment 
of  the  disease,  which  have  been  described  in  previous  reports 
continue  to  be  carried  out. 

3.  Other  Diseases. 

Leprosy.  No  fresh  case  of  this  disease  was  notified.  One 
death  was  recorded. 

Pneumonia:  55  cases  and  40  deaths  were  recorded  com¬ 
pared  with  52  cases  and  39  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  The 
highest  number  of  cases  occurred  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 

year  when  there  was  also  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 

*/ 

influenza. 

Tuberculosis.  38  cases  of  all  forms  were  notified,  of  which 
32  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  deaths  certi- 
fled  as  due  to  this  disease  was  27  all  from  the  Pulmonary  .form. 
Chart  2  shows  clearly  the  downward  trend  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  last  ten  years, 
the  death  rate  per  thousand  having  decreased  to  0.5  in  1937. 
Likewise  the  number  of  notifications  per  annum  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  has  declined  from  73  in  1928  to  32  for  the  year 
under  review. 

Tetanus.  There  were  13  cases  and  six  deaths — an  incidence 
similar  to  that  for  the  two  previous  years.  The  average  age  of 
those  attacked  was  12  years. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year  and  reached 
its  peak  in  December.  The  type  was  mild,  9  deaths  having 
occurred  in  2181  recorded  cases. 

"Whooping  cough.  The  notifications  for  the  last  three  years 
were — 1935,  355  cases;  1936,  4  cases;  1937,  93  cases.  No  death 
was  reported  during  the  year  under  review. 

Measles.  There  were  8  cases  with  no  deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  One  ease  occurred  early  in  October 
at  Park  Hill,  District  4.  The  patient,  a  female  child  aged  four¬ 
teen  months,  was  admitted  to  the  Colonial  Hospital  and  died 
after  48  hours. 

Venereal  Diseases.  79  eases  of  Syphilis  were  admitted  to 
hospital  while  461  patients  suffering  from  this  disease  attended 
the  dispensaries.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1936  were  63 
and  752  respectively.  With  regard  to  Gonorrhoea  and  its 
sequelae  49  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  in  hospital  compared 
witli  58  in  1936  and  706  cases  attended  for  dispensary  treatment 
at  Kingstown  and  throughout  the  Districts  compared  with  631 
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in  the  previous  year.  There  were  23  deaths  from  the  various 
forms  of  Syphilis.  Defaulting  remains  an  urgent  problem.  It 
is  hoped  however  that  the  institution  of  propaganda  in  1936  and 
the  distribution  of  leaflets  reinforced  by  special  education  on 
this  subject  during  Health  Weeks  and  the  follow-up  work  on  the 
part  of  the  staff  of  the  department  will  in  due  course  induce  suf¬ 
ferers  to  seek  early  advice  and  attend  regularly  for  treatment. 

IV.  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

1.  Sewage  Disposal.  There  are  now  108  water  closets  in 
and  around  Kingstown — an  increase  of  sixteen  on  last  year  s 
number.  Disposal  in  practically  all  cases  is  by  means  of  a  sep¬ 
tic  tank  the  effluent  being  conducted  in  sub-soil  drains.  These 
water  closets  hardly  ever  need  attention. 

As  a  result  of  action  taken  by  Sanitary  Inspectors,  458  privy 
•cesspits  and  20  bucket  latrines  were  built.  The  number  of  la¬ 
trines  repaired  included  414  privy  cesspits  and  76  of  the  bucket 
type. 

The  public  latrines,  which  are  nearly  all  built  over  the  sea, 
were  kept  in  repair  and  cleaned  daily.  At  Calliaqua,  the  sea 
latrine  had  to  be  temporarily  converted  into  a  bucket-type  during 
a  prolonged  period  of  extremely  low  tides. 

A  disposal  pit  similar  to  the  one  constructed  at  the  Pauper 
Asylum  was  built  at  the  Leper  Settlement. 

2.  Refuse  Disposal.  4308.5  cubic  yards  of  refuse  totalling 
1,723  tons  were  collected  in  Kingstown,  removed  and  incinerated. 
In  the  small  towns  of  Calliaqua,  Barrouallie,  Layou,  Chateau- 
belair  and  Georgetown,  the  garbage  collected  totalled  4,201 
cubic  yards  or  1,680  tons. 

In  Kingstown  where  each  householder  is  required  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  metal  dust  bin  for  liis  premises,  refuse  is  collected  daily. 
Incinerators  are  also  in  use  in  the  small  towns. 

During  recent  years,  peasant  proprietors  have,  been  making 
considerable  use  of  the  ash  from  the  incinerators.  No  charge 
is  made  and  it  is  removed  as  quickly  as  it  is  produced. 

3.  Markets.  The  position  remains  the  same.  In  Kings¬ 
town  an  area  of  about  450  feet  square  along  the  bay  front  is 
known  as  the  “Market  Square.”  Occupying  about  one-third  of 
the  total  area  there  are  five  covered  structures  which  include  the 
Butchers’  Stall,  two  open  sheds,  the  Fish  Market  and  the 
Slaughterhouse — the  last  two  being  on  the  water  front. 

Neither  shelter  nor  table  accommodation  is  provided  for  the 
great  majority  of  the  vendors  who  use  the  “market”  and  no  fee 
is  collected  from  them.  The  proposal  to  build  a  new  market  is 
still  under  consideration  by  the  Town  Board. 

4.  Water  Supplies.  1937  was  a  relatively  dry  year  and 
in  consequence  water  was  locked  off  in  Kingstown  for  longer 
periods  than  ever  before.  With  an  increasing  population,  a 
growing  number  of  water  closets  and  motor  vehicles,  a  more 
liberal  use  of  water  for  sanitary  and  domestic  purposes,  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  private  water-installations,  and,  on  the 
other  hand  a  natural  depreciation  in  the  water-works  appliances 
resulting  in  such  incidents  as  broken  pipes  with  consequent  loss 
of  water,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  effective  action  cannot  long 
be  delayed.  The  position  is  appreciated  by  the  Town  Board  and 
action  to  improve  the  town  supply  is  being  taken. 
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The  proposal  to  augment  the  Georgetown  supply  and  to 
-extend  the  service  to  Mt.  Bentinck  and  Dicksons  has  not  yet 
materialised. 

On  the  Leeward  Coast,  the  villagers  at  Chauncey,  Questelles, 
Clare  Valley  and  Rilland’s  continue  to  obtain  drinking  water 
from  springs  which  for  the  most  part  yield  very  little  water 
during  the  dry  months.  At  Pembroke,  Buccament,  Vermont 
and  Camden  Park,  water  for  drinking  purposes  has  to  be  drawn 
from  the  river. 

5.  Housing  and  Town  planning.  The  opening  sentence  of 
the  section  on  housing  in  the  1936  report  on  the  Social  and 
Economic  condition  of  the  Colony  might  bear  repetition  here. 
It  reads:  “The  housing  of  the  wage-earning  population  leaves 
much  to  be  desired.”  That  estimate  of  the  situation  still  holds 
true. 

From  a  health  point  of  view  the  chief  defect  in  the  housing 
of  the  poor  does  not  lie  so  much  in  the  materials  used  as  in  the 
small  size  of  the  houses  and  of  the  building  lots.  In  consequence 
overcrowding  is  still  fairly  general. 

The  tendency  to  build  houses  as  small  and  as  closely  together 
as  possible  persisted  up  to  eight  years  ago  when  regulations 
governing  the  erection  of  new  houses  and  the  extension  of  exist¬ 
ing  houses  were  passed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  and  made 
applicable  to  all  parts  of  the  Colony  outside  of  Kingstown.  One 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  houses  were  erected  last  year  in  con¬ 
formity  with  these  regulations. 

The  majority  of  proprietors  of  estates  have  discontinued  the 
erection  of  houses  for  their  labourers. 

The  Orange  Hill  group  of  estates  situated  in  what  is  known 
as  the  “Carib  Country”  continues  to  provide  housing  for  its  la¬ 
bourers.  The  settlement  consists  for  the  most  part  of  two- 
roomed  wooden  cottages  covered  with  shingles.  They  are  laid 
out  in  regular  lines  and  are  provided  with  running  water  and 
communal  pit  latrines.  Shower  baths  were  constructed  during 
the  year. 

There  is  some  evidence  of  a  desire  for  increased  domestic 
comfort  and  the  open  verandah  and  the  flower  garden  are  promi¬ 
nent  features  of  the  better  class  houses.  The  “box  type”  house 
with  parapet  gutter  built  chiefly  to  stand  up  to  hurricanes  is 
fading  out  of  the  picture. 

At  Georgetown  which  is  a  small  town  twenty-two  miles  from 
Kingstown  the  capital,  can  be  seen  a  freehold  settlement  of  clean 
and  tidy  cottages  occupied  largely  by  persons  of  the  peasant 
proprietor  class. 

Land  Settlement  areas  such  as  Troumaca,  Rose  Hall,  Belair 
and  Park  Hill  present  an  appearance  of  economic  progress  su¬ 
perior  to  that  which  obtains  in  areas  where  the  people  depend 
almost  entirely  on  wages.  The  wooden  type  of  house  prevails  in 
land  settlement  districts. 

The  island  is  well  provided  with  furnished  houses  available 
for  holiday  parties.  There  are  bungalows  at  Villa,  S1/^  miles 
from  Kingstown  and  at  Edinboro,  a  suburb  of  the  capital.  Addi¬ 
tional  bungalows  built  of  stone  are  being  constructed  at  Ratho 
Mill  a  spur  of  land  on  the  windward  coast  about  5%  miles  from 
Kingstown. 
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6.  Food  in  relation  to  health.  992  persons  were  registered 
as  shop  clerks,  milk  vendors,  dairymen,  bread  vendors,  parlour 
keepers,  hucksters,  butchers,  aerated-water  makers,  cookshop 
employees,  butchers  and  fish  vendors.  12/9  medical  ceitincates 
were  issued  in  respect  of  the  said  persons.  Further  details  in 
respect  of  the  sanitary  control  of  articles  of  food  and  drink  are 
given  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

Investigations  into  conditions  of  malnutrition  among  school 
children  was  commenced  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of 
Education.  An  educational  campaign  having  as  its  object  the 
instruction  of  the  masses  in  methods  of  proper  feeding  was  con¬ 
tinued,  and  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  use  of  green  vegetables, 
fruits  and  cows’  milk.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a 
Committee  consisting  of  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  (Chairman) 
the  Inspector  of  Schools  and  the  Superintendent  of  Agriculture 
with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  as  Secretary  is  in  process  of 
investigating  as  far  as  practicable  the  nutritional  problems  of  the 
Colony. 

7.  Labour  conditions.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a 
Minimum  Wage  Ordinance  was  proclaimed,  under  the  provisions 
of  which  men  are  paid  Is.  2d.  and  women  10  d.  per  eight-hour 
day.  The  rise  in  pay  is  roughly  equivalent  to  2d.  per  day. 

The  construction  of  the  new  Mental  Home  provided  em¬ 
ployment  for  a  large  number  of  artisans  and  labourers  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Reconditioning  and  oiling  of  the  Windward 
Highway  also  afforded  steady  employment  for  labourers. 

In  order  to  place  the  rental  of  the  Government-built  cottages 
at  Chateaubelair  within  the  reach  of  the  lowest  paid  labourers 
the  Government  reduced  the  rent  to  two  shillings  per  month. 
Cottages  which  had  been  closed  for  months  are  now  occupied. 

8.  School  Hygiene.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Ordinance  1927  and  the  Public  Health  (Amendment) 
Ordinance,  1929,  the  Sanitary  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  latrines  at  all  primary  schools  — 
Government  as  well  as  Denominational. 

In  addition  to  supplying  latrine  pails  and  locks,  work  was 
carried  out  as  shown  below: —

There  are  thirty-seven  primary  schools.  10,457  children 
were  on  the  registers  while  the  percentage  in  average  attendance 
was  57.1.  The  sickness  and  disability  rates  at  schools  arrived 
at  from  the  medical  officers’  findings  do  not  furnish  a  true 
index  to  the  position  since  sick  children  and  the  children  of 
poorer  parents  seldom  attend  school.  For  these  reasons  the 
incidence  of  disease  is  low  in  the  following  table  which  is  a

Any  ports  not  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Sanitary  Convention  were  subject  to  certain  restrictions. 
No  ports  were  quarantined  during  the  year. 

An  epidemic  of  acute  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  colony  and  from  March  3rd  to  June  27tli  all  passengers  who- 
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arrived  from  that.  Colony  were  inspected  before  permission  to 
land  was  given.  49  vessels  (mainly  sailing  craft)  were  boarded 

and  501  passengers  were  inspected. 

The  total  of  arrivals  at  and  departures  from  Kingstown 

was  2,847  and  3,217  respectively. 

VI.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  ante-natal  clinic  was  continued  at  the  Colonial  Hospi¬ 
tal  and  there  were  ninety-two  mothers  who  attended  for  advice 
and  treatment  compared  with  ninety-seven  in  the  previous 

vear. 

The  Child  Welfare  clinic  inaugurated  in  April  1936  was 
transferred  from  the  hospital  to  a  small  building  nearby  but 
outside  the  hospital  compound,  this  is  considered  a  bettei 
arrangement  in  that  education  in  the  hygiene  of  infancy  is  one 
of  the  most  important  funtions  of  this  Centre,  the  treatment  of 
sick  infants  (and  of  expectant  mothers)  being  carried  out  at  the 
Colonial  Hospital. 

The  matron  of  the  Colonial  Hospital  acted  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  throughout  the  year  in  addition  to  performing  her  sub¬ 
stantive  duties.  In  September  a  nurse  qualified  in  general 
nursing  was  appointed  to  assist  at  the  child  welfare  clinic  and 
to  undergo  a  period  of  special  training  under  the  Superinten- 
ent  with  a  view  to  supervising  maternity  and  child  welfare 
work  in  the  Colony  should  she  prove  herself  at  the  end  of  her 
probationary  period  capable  of  undertaking  this  important 
appointment. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  during  the  year  was  449,  of  which  132  represented  new 
cases.  33  per  cent,  of  the  infants  were  of  average  weight  or 
above,  22  per  cent,  were  below  the  average  while  45  per  cent 
although  underweight  gained  steadily.  Two  firms  in  Kings¬ 
town  were  good  enough  to  donate  81  tins  of  milk. 

In  the  Colony  there  are  eleven  District  Nurse-midwives, 
eight  of  whom  are  stationed  throughout  St.  Vincent.  By  this 
staff  642  expectant  mothers  were  seen,  261  midwifery  cases 
were  attended  and  10,778  houses  were  visited. 


VII.  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries. 

The  three  public  hospitals  in  the  island  provide  95  beds. 
The  Colonial  Hospital,  Kingstown,  has  accommodation  for  85 
cases  while  the  district  hospitals  at  Georgetown  and  Chateau- 
belair  have  4  and  6  beds  respectively. 

The  Union  Island  Hospital  which  also  serves  Ganouan  and 
Mayreau  has  4  beds.

The  above  table  indicates  an  increase  in  the  daily  average  of 
in-patients  and  in  the  number  of  admissions.  The  death  rate  on 
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cases  treated  continues  to  be  moderate,  especially  in  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  in  several  instances  there  is  undue  delay  on  the 
part  of  the  patient  in  seeking  medical  advice  and  admission  to 
hospital.

Operations.  430  were  performed  with  five  deaths  com¬ 
pared  with  619  with  six  deaths  in  1936.  A  list  is  included  with 
the  appendix. 

Maternity  cases.  There  were  359  normal  confinements 
with  352  babies  born  alive,  compared  with  267  normal  confine¬ 
ments  and  285  babies  born  alive  in  1936.  The  abnormal  cases 
of  pregnancy  and  labour,  39,  brought  the  total  number  up  to 
398  among  which  there  were  six  deaths.  The  corresponding 
figures  in  respect  of  admissions  for  1936  and  1935  were  318  and 
280  respectively.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that 
more  expectant  mothers  are  taking  advantage  of  hospital  treat¬ 
ment. 


The  first  class  accommodation  of  the  hospital  consists  of 
the  Graham  Wing  which  has  four  wards  and  the  Simmons’ 

Ward. 


The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Graham  Wing  was 
23  which  is  the  same  figure  as  that  for  1936  (excluding  four 
cases  under  the  conditions  of  the  Simmons’  Bequest  Fund). 
Three  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Simmons’  Ward.  Three 
deaths  occurred  in  these  wards.  The  revenue  collected  in  re¬ 
spect  of  these  cases  was  £80.  16.  8  (Graham  Wing)  and  £25 
( Simmons ’  Ward) . 

The  training  of  nurses  continued  at  the  Kingstown  Hospi¬ 
tal  and  two  probationers  passed  the  qualifying  examination,  one 
of  whom  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  re¬ 
corded  with  regret  that  one  probationer  died.  4  pupil  midwives 
trained  in  the  maternity  ward  were  presented  for  the  Mid  wives 
Examination  and  4  passed. 


Out  patient  work.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was 
6,867  compared  with  8,847  in  1936  and  8,044  in  1935.  Injuries 
(558)  and  ulcers  (124)  accounted  for  the  majority. 

The  dental  clinic  was  inaugurated  in  April  1937.  There  are 
three  dental  practitioners  in  Kingstown  and  each  takes  charge 
in  rotation  for  a  period  of  six  months  assisted  by  a  dispenser 
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from  the  Kingstown  Hospital.  The  purpose  of  the  clinic  is  to 
provide  free  dental  treatment  for  school  children  and  peisons 
who  cannot  afford  to  pay,  all  cases  being  referred  by  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Medical  Officer.  Sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  for  a 
period  of  two  hours  in  the  same  premises  as  that  used  on  other 
days  for  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  During  the  first  eight 
months  of  its  existence  1,156  extractions  were  performed:  531 
were  in  respect  of  414  school  children,  524  in  the  case  of  312 
adult  patients  and  101  to  43  prisoners. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  began  to  function  in  May 
1937.  The  Senior  Medical  Officer  who  is  in  charge  has  a  labora¬ 
tory  assistant  who  was  trained  under  the  Government 
Bacteriologist  in  Trinidad.  The  following  is  a  summary  of 
specimens  examined  from  19th  May  to  31st  December,  1937: —

The  construction  of  the  new  mortuary  which  serves  Kings¬ 
town  District  as  well  as  the  hospital  wTas  completed  in  September 
1937. 

District  Hospitals.  Eighty-six  cases  w'cre  admitted  to 
the  Georgetowm  Casualty  Hospital  compared  with  ninety-five  in 
the  previous  year.  Three  deaths  occurred.  To  the  Chateau- 
helair  Casualty  Hospital  there  were  134  admissions  an  increase 
of  46  over  last  year’s  figures  vTitli  three  deaths. 

The  Union  Island  Hospital  was  opened  in  February  1937. 
Forty -three  cases  were  admitted  among  which  there  were  four 
deaths.  A  classification  of  diseases  and  deaths  in  these  hospi¬ 
tals  is  given  in  the  Appendix. 

Dispensaries.  62,781  attendances  were  recorded  through¬ 
out  the  Colony.  During  the  years  1937  and  1936  considerable 
increases  in  attendances  over  the  preceding  years  are  revealed, 
more  especially  with  regard  to  the  year  under  review  where  the 
number  exceeded  that  for  the  previous  year  by  13,352.  There 
are  now  thirteen  dispensaries  and  five  visiting  stations  in 
St.  Vincent. 
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VIII.  Other  Institutions. 


Leper  Settlement.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
was  17  as  compared  with  18.5  in  1936.  There  were  no  admis¬ 
sions:  one  female  case  died.  Reference  has  been  made  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports  to  the  desirability  of  providing  a  new  Settlement. 
The  Government  has  continued  to  give  this  matter  earnest  con¬ 
sideration  but  no  conclusion  has  yet  been  reached. 

The  daily  cost  per  head  at  this  institution,  including  the 
usual  charges  but  excluding  the  salary  of  the  medical  officer 
and  the  cost  of  buildings  and  depreciation  was  approximately 
Is.  2d. 

Tuberculosis  Sanatorium.  There  were  eight  admissions 
and  two  deaths  among  the  thirteen  female  cases  treated.  In 
1936  there  were  ten  admissions  and  eight  deaths.  The  daily 
average  number  of  patients  was  6.3.  The  cost  per  occupied  bed 
per  diem  calculated  on  the  basis  given  above  was  approximately 
2s.  lOd.  The  provision  of  accommodation  for  male  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  continues  to  occupy  a  foremost  place  on  the  pro¬ 
gramme  for  improvements  of  the  Medical  Department.

While  the  daily  average  was  greater  than  that  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  (76.2)  the  number  of  admissions  and  of  patients  re¬ 
maining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  less.  The  general  health  of 
the  patients  was  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  The  male  patients 
who  had  mentally  improved  were  employed  in  gardening,  scav¬ 
enging,  shoemaking  and  in  simple  carpentry.  Likewise  the  fe¬ 
male  patients  were  engaged  in  laundry  work  and  sewing.  The 
cost  per  patient  per  diem  was  eleven  pence  reckoned  on  the  basis 
given  above. 

In  May  1938  the  patients  were  transferred  to  the  new  Men¬ 
tal  Hospital  at  Calliaqua  where  the  wards  are  more  modern  and 
facilities  for  recreation  and  occupational  treatment  are  greater. 

Pauper  Asylum.  This, institution  continued  to  be  worked  at 
its  fullest  capacity.  The  daily  average  of  inmates  was  63.5  as 
compared  with  62.6  in  1936  and  61.0  in  1935.  The  table  below 
gives  the  usual  particulars  during  1937.

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After  the  transfer  to  the  new  building  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Mental  Hospital  who  had  occupied  the  ground  floor,  the  premises 
were  rearranged  to  make  prevision  for  four  dormitories  for  each 
sex,  dining  and  recreation  rooms,  and  a  male  and  female  infirm¬ 
ary  ward.  In  October  1938  the  authority  of  Government  was 
given  for  the  admission  of  fourteen  additional  inmates  and  an 
appropriate  increase  in  staff. 

Gaol.  The  report  of  the  Medical  Officer — the  District  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer,  Kingstown,  who  was  in  medical  charge  of  the  prison 
— shows  that  the  general  state  of  health  maintained  among  the 
prisoners  was  good.  286  males  and  148  females  were  admitted 
to  the  Kingstown  Gaol  and  of  the  total  in  prison  (505)  27  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  290  received  medical  treatment  at  the 
prison.  There  were  no  deaths  among  prisoners.  A  considerable 
number  on  admission  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Primary 
Syphilis,  ulcers  and  other  skin  affections.  Dyspepsia,  mild 
“fevers”  and  influenza  constituted  the  most  prevalent  diseases.
